“What you have won today is a victory for 
working Californians, those who work hard 
and play by the rules,” Wilson said in his 
acceptance speech to a cheering Republican 
crowd. 

Brown, surrounded by family and friends, 
took the stage at the Biltmore Hotel in Los 
Angeles and admitted defeat at 10:15 p.m.. 
saying that she hopes Wilson will use his 
: : So _ eeeeeeend Victory to help rebuild California. 

: o eens, ; “While we have fallen short of our goal, we 
: ae e have accomplished so much,” Brown told her 
Democratic supporters. 

When she had started her campaigning in 
1993, Brown was leading Wilson in the polls, 
sometimes by as much as 23 percent. But her 
plans became disorganized, and toward the 
end, hercampaign had run out of funds. Wilson 
ads were aired frequently, while Brown relied 
only on confidence that Democrats would pull 
through for her. 

Wilson’s tough stand on the issues of crime 
and immigration seem to be the reason for his 
comeback. His support for controversial Prop- 
osition 187 and the fact that he signed a “three

Face The Consequences 


WASHINGTON-(CPS)-Teen-age users of mar- 
ijuana, alcohol and cigarettes ere more likely to 
use cocaine and other hard drugs when they're 
older, say researchers at Columbia University. 

A child who uses only marijuana, alcohol or 
cigarettes is three to four times more 
likely to use cocaine than the child who 
has never used them. When students 
between the ages of 12 to 17 use all 
three, they are 266 times more likely to 
also use cocaine as an adult than their 
“clean” counterparts, according to the 
report. 

The study, "Cigarettes, Alcohol, Mar- 
ijuana: Gateways to Illegal Drug Use," was re- 
searched by professors at Columbia's Center on 
Addiction and Substance Abuse. 

The study, involving more than 30,000 house- 
holds across the nation, states that 89 percent of 
teens and adults who use cocaine used cigarettes, 
marijuana or alcohol when they were younger.

ow that Pete Wilson and his cronies have stirred 
N the public into an anti-immigration frenzy, Cali- 
fornia has responded with a resounding yes to 
Proposition 187. We have sent Washington a message, but 


now what? We will clog the courts for at least.a year as the 
different levels of justice denounce the proposition as 
unconstitutional and throw it out. The annoying point of this 
whole proposition is that this is not the first time this country 
has tried to deny illegal immigrants health and social 
services. 

A Texas law requiring undocumented immigrant children 
to pay tuition at public schools was struck down by a 5-4 
Supreme Court ruling about 10 years ago. It doesn’t make 
sense for a state to want to create a sub-class of illiterates 
whose only means of income would be welfare and crime 
at worst, and menial tasks at best. Not to mention the amount 
of disease that will now be on the street if people can’t get 
non-emergency medical assistance. Imagine rampant cases 
of tuberculosis sweeping across our cities. Since Prop. 187 
has passed, undocumented workers won’t be the only ones 
to suffer its repercussions. Is this what Californians want? 

It is not the Supreme Court’s or any court’s position to set 
the mood for social tension. When the economy was doing 
well in the 80s, illegal immigrants were encouraged to work 
our fields and slave in our factories to meet the demands for 
more workers. In the 90s, we are experiencing a lack of jobs, 
and it is the undocumented worker who is taking the brunt 
of our rage. 

We don’t want to see 187 make society even more 
resentful of undocumented workers than they already are. 
There is enough violence and hatred in our populace 
without the court system encouraging such action.

Rancho Santiago defeated Fullerton Col- 
lege 34-7 Saturday to run its winning streak 
to eight games.
